Tbe Dorado parly met tiie deputy 
sheriffs with a double-barreled shotgun 
aud told them to lake their departure 
or he would shoot. Tbe officers, being 
unarmed, concluded that discretion 
was the better part of valor, aud drew 
off to obtain arms and ammunition 
aud, while doing so, tbe men ran tbe 
small boat ashore aud made 
their 


escape. Tb« officers capiured the Do- 
rado and abe was brought to Newport 
aud placed iu charge of a keeper at 
Long wharf. A largo quantity of goods 
were found ou board, a motor being the 
most valuable article. This belongs in 
New London. 


The goods are valued at about §150 


to $200 and belong iu different sections 
along the coast fr.,m Atlantic City to 
Newport. The leader in this piratical 
enterprise aud tbe persou wbo owned 
he Dorado is one Henry A. Jackson, 
hailing from Tauntou, and bis pal was 
one Riley, hailing from 
parts un- 


known. These two men are the ones 
upposed to have been ou the Dorado 
vheu the deputies first hailed her, but 
vho made their escape in a small boat. 
They have since beeu reported as seeu 
in many parts of the country, but as 
yet the authorities have uot succeeded 
In capturing them. 
Meanwhile tbe 


police department and the Sheriff's 
office are flooded with letters Inquiring 
for missing property which tbe owners 
think Ibese "pirates" have taken. 


It is thought that Jackson aud his 


pals have carried on an extensive busi- 
ness iu thieving along the coast, that 
they have run their pluuder iu to New 
London or some nearby place aud theie 
shipped il to New York, where it mav 
have been disposed of.

Brown University, 


Roloratlon of University Half. 


The exercises commemorating the re- 


storation of University Mall took place 
last Tuesday. 
This building Is one of 


the few survivors of the early type of 
college architecture. It was erected In 
1770, but in the years that followed it 
was alleredin various ways until it 
scarcely gave in outline an idea of the 
original "college edifice." The work 
of bringing It back to its original form 
was begun last June and carried on 
durlnir the summer under the direc- 
tion of .Superintendent Burlingaine. 
Not only was the coaling of stucco, 
which was placed over the brii-ks In 
1835, removed, bul Ihe old-fashioned 
chimneys and cnpnlu were replaced, 
and tlie windows restored by putting in 
smaller panes of glass. The exercise* 
which were held to coinmeinoraic Ibis 
restoration were esjiecially appropriate. 
At half-past three the coriwration, fac- 
ulty, students, and invited guests as- 
sembled on the front campus and 
matched in procession through 
Ihe 


main gates, down Prospect street and 
up George street lo Sayles Hall. The 
Rev. Edward ilolyoke, D. D., opened 
the exercises of the afternoon 
with 


prayer. President Faunce then spoke 
a few words, dwelling on ihe appropri- 
ateness, on such an occasion, of having 
the chief executive of the State present 
lo address Ihe gathering. He then in- 
troduced Governor Utter, who spoke 
briefly as follows: 


"The 
four years which a student 


spends in college are important for 
himself; they are luirortani for bla 
friends, but Ihey are still more imporl- 
aut for Ihe community in which he 
afterwards lives. It Is his college life 
that molds him. As it is his associa- 
tions n.ther than 
his books which 


make the man, he should have in col- 
lege the influences which make for full 
Christian manhood, realizing that tbe 
chief end of man is bis work for others, 
not for himself. 


"In the past, Brown men left college 


with these high Ideals In their minds. 
They have honored Ibe State in which 
they afterward 
lived. 
They have 


brought honor to their nation. I come 
here to offer you congratulations. To- 
day University Hall Is restored lo what 
It wa>> when tbe tlrsl Browu men lived 
here, men of lofty Ideals, with hopes 
and high ambitions. May Brown men 
now not be content to live in the past, 
but may they leave Ihe University year 
after year wnh the same noble ambi- 
tions, going out Into tbe world to work 
for humanity."

Shading experimenls for vegetables 


were continued this year in tbe Horti- 
cultural department of the Experiment 
Statlou wllh cauliflower, the only crop 
witb which II seemed in any way pos- 
sible, from previous years' experiences, 
fo gel practical results. 


As lu previous years, plums made a 


much belter siart Inside the lent limn 
outside. Tbe leaf growth inside was 
also superior throughout ihe summer. 
This was due lo the fact that Ihe ground 
inside reiained its moitture much bel- 
ter than that outside. 


The yield inside for the last seat-on 


was 654 Ibs., 13 ozs. of uutrluimed, and 
416 Ibs., 7 oz. of triumied cauliflower. 
From the same amount of ground out- 
side were obtained 469 Ibs., 10 ozs. of 
uulriuiined uud 2CI Ins., 7 ozs., of 
trimmed cauliflower. 


Records of iean>e"rature were kept. 


Results show thai the 
temperature 


under ihe lent was higher throughout 
the season than Ibat outside ou sun- 
shiny days, but slightly lower on cloud r 
days. 


Lust year nmition e.xpi'i'inient.s with 


market garden crops were started. Two 
plots, each of 1-10 acre were chosen.

Salt For CleMlsuf. 


Mirrors and windows will bo far 


cleaner if rubbed with salt when they 
are damp and then polished with news- 
paper or chamois, and a strong solution 
of salt is excellent for cane chairs and 
nil basket work. A broom will retain 
its crispness far longer If before it Is 
used it Is soaked for an hour in strong 
salt water and then dried, handle down. 
Salt and oil will remove stains from 
furniture, which should afterward be 
rubbed with a regular polish; and salt 
and vinegar will banish verdigris from 
brass and copper and make a most ex- 
cellent polish.

aud also on the Chinese situation* iu Its 
relation to out cotton crop. H« said iu 
part: 


Undoubtedly the jrowtb of wealth 


Iu tblii country bai some very uuforlu- 
uate accouipaulmtuts, but It seeuis lo 
me tb*t muob the wont damage that 
people of wee.ltb c*u do tbe rest of us 
it not auy actual physical harm, but 
ibe awakening Iu our breasts of either 
tbe mean vice of worshipping mere 
wealth, aud tbe man of mere wealth 
forth* wealth's take, or the equally 
mean vies of viewing with rancorous 
envy aud balred men of wealth merely 
because they are meu of wealth. 


Undoubtedly there U ueed of regula- 


tiou by tbe government, In tbe interest 
of tbe public, of these great corpora- 
tious winch iu modern lite have shown 
themselves to be tbe most efficient busi- 
ness implements, and which are, there- 
fore, the implements commonly em- 
ployed by tbe owners of lur^e fortunes 
1 he corporation is the creature of tbe 
State. It should always be be!d ac- 
countable to some sovereign, and this 
accountability should be real and not 
sham. 'luerefore, iu iny judgment, all 
coiporations doing an interstate busi- 
ness and this means the great majority 
of the largest corporations, should be 
beld accountable to the federal govern- 
ment, 
because 
their 
accouutabillly 


should be coextensive with their Held 
of action.. But uiost certainly we should 
not strive to prevent or limit corporate 
activity. 
• 


We should strive to secure sucb ef- 


fective supervision over it, such power 
of regulation over it, as to euab'le u« to 
guarantee that its activliy will be exer- 
cised ouly iu ways beneficial to tbe 
public. 


. It Is impossible too strongly to insist 


upon what ought lo be tbe pateut fact 
that it is not ooly iu tbe interest of iki 
people of wealth themselves, but Iu our 
interest, Iu the interest of tbe public 
as a whole, that they should be treated 
fairly and justly; that if they show ex- 
ceptional business ability they should 
be given exceptional leward lor ihit 
ability. The tissued of our industiial 
fabric are iuierwoveu in eucii complex 
fashion thai what strengthens or weak- 
ens part also strengthens or weakens 
the whole. 


If we penalise industry we will our- 


selves in the end have to pay a consid- 
erable part of the penalty. If we make 
conditions such that the men ol excep- 
tioual ability are able to secure marked 
benefits by the exercises of that ability, 
then we ourselves beueflt somewhat. It 
is our interest no less than our duty to 
treut them fairly. Ou tbe other baud, 
it is no leiw their interest to treat us 
lairly— by "us" 1 mean the great body 
of tbe people, the meu of moderate or 
small fortunes, the farmers, the wage- 
workers, tbe small business men aud 
professional men. Tbe man of great 
means who achieves fortune by crooked 
method does wrong to the whole body 
politic. But be not merely does wrung 
•to, he becomes a source of imminent 
danger to, other uieu of great means; 
for Ills ill-won success tends to arouse a 
/eeliug of resentment, which if It be- 
comes Inflamed falls to differentiate be- 
tweeu the meu of wealth who have 
done decently aud tbe men of wealth 
who have not done decently. 


The conscience of our people has been 


deeply shocked by tbe revelations made 
of recent years as lo the way iu which 
some of the great fortunes have been 
obtained aud used, aud there is, I think, 
iu the minds of the people at large a 
strong feeling that a serious effort must 
be made to put a ^top to tbe cynical 
dishonesty and contempt for right 
which have thus been revealed. I be- 
lieve-that Homethiu.4, and I hope that a 
good deal, can be done by law to rem- 
edy the state of things complained of. 
Hut when all that can be, has thus 
been done, there will yet remain much 
which the law can not touch, and 
which must be reached by the force of 
public opinion. There are men who 
do not divide actions merely into those 
that are honest and those that are not 
but create a third sub-division— that of 
law honesty; of that kiud of houesty 
which consists iu keepmg clear of the 
penitentiary. 


It Is bard to reach astute men of this 


type save by makiug them feet tbe 
weight of an honest public indignation. 
But this indlguatiou, if it is to be effec- 
tive, must be intelligent. It is.of course, 
to the advantage of dishonest men of 
wealtb if they are denounced, not for 
being dishouest, but for being wealthy, 
and if they are denounced iu terms so 
overstrained aud hysterical as to invite 
a reaction in their favor. We can not 
afford iu this country to draw the dis- 
tinction as between rich man aud poor 
man. The distinction upon which we 
must Insist is tbe vital, deep-lying, un- 
changeable distinction between the 
honest man aud tbe dishonest man, be- 
tween tbe man who acts decently and 
fairly by bis neighbor and with a quick 
sense of his obligations, aud tbe man 
who ackuowledgea no internal law save 
that of his own will and appetite. 
Above all we should treat with a pecu- 
liarly contemptuous abhorrence the 
man who iu a spirit of sheer cynicism 
debauches either our business life or 
our political life. 


There are meu who use the phrase 


"practical politics" at> merely a euphe- 
mism for dirty politics, aud it is such 
meu who have brought the word "poli- 
tician" into discredit. There are other 
men who use tbe uoxious phrase "busi- 
ness ii business," as au excuse aud jus- 
tification for every klud of mean aud 
crooked work: aud these meu make 
honest Americana bang their heads be- 
cause of some of tbe things they do. It 
is tbe duty of. every honest patriot to 
rebuke In emphatic fashlou alike the

nopoly Iu Ibe production of raw coltou 
toother clothing material Cau be ac- 
cepted as a substitute for cotton I wel- 
come the action of Ibe planter* iu form- 
mi; a cotton association, and everv C.H- 
sl.taoceih.ll be given them that can 
be given them by Ihe National govern- 
meut 
Moreover, we must uot forget 


that the work of the manufacturers iu 
the south supplements the work of the 
planter. It is au advantage to manu- 
facture the raw material here aud sell 
to the world the finished goods. Under 
proper methods'of distribution it mav 
well be doubted whether there can be 
»uch a thing us over-production of cot- 
ton. Last year's crop was uearly four- 
teen million bales, and yet tlw price 
va* sufficiently nigh t,, .five a luud 
ionic profit to ilie planter. 
The con- 


"iiniptiou of cotton increases each year, 
ind new uses are found for il. 


This leads me to a mutier of our for- 


rigti relations, which directly concerns 
oe cotton planter. At present our mar- 
set for cotton is largelv in China. The 
joycoitofour goods "in China during 
he past year was espicallv injurious to 
be cotton manufacturers. Tbisgoveru- 
uent Is doing, aud will continue to do. 
II it cau to put a stop to tbe boycott. 


Hut there is oue measure to be takeu 
toward this end in which I shall ueed 
the assistance of tbe Congress. 
We 


must insist firmly on our rights aud 
China must beware of persisting in a 
course of conduct to which we can uot 
honorably submit. But we iu our turu 
must recognize our duties exactly as 
we Insist upon our rights. We cau not 
go into tiie international court of equity 
unless we go In with clean hands. We 
can uot expect China to do us justice 
unices we do China justice. The chief 
cause in bringing about the boycott of 
our goods iu China was undoubtedly 
our attitude toward the Chlnesa who 
come to this country. This attitude of 
our does not justify the action of the 
Chinese in the boycott, aud especially 
some of the forms which that action 
jinx taken. 
Hut the fact remains that 


in tlie past we b i V d c u u d .snort of our 
duly fiiwai-d the people of Chiim. Il w 
our clear duly, in the intereri of our 
own wage-workers, to forbid all Chinese 
of ihe coolie class—lhalis. skilled or un- 
skilled—from coming here. The great- 
est of all duties Is national self-preser- 
vation, and tlie most in every way the 
well-being of the wage-worker. 
I am 


convinced lhai the well-being of our 
wai<e-workers deiua ids the exclusion 
of the ChinefC loolies, und It is there- 
fore our duly to exclude ibem, just as 
it would be the duty of China lo ex- 
clude American laboring meu if they 
became iu auy way a menace to China 
by entering into her country. The right 
is reciprocal, and m our lael treaty with 
China it was explicitly recognized as in- 
hering in both nations.
